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REMARKS 



Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner, in the Restriction Requirement, required election of one of the following 
groups of claims: 

Group I, claims 1-7, 10-1 1, 14, 19 and 73, drawn to a method of binding or modifying a 
region of interest in cellular chromatin with a fusion molecule, class 435, subclass 6; 

Group II, claims 1, 12, 13, 19-33 and 44-71, drawn to a method of modulating gene 
expression, class 435, subclass 455; 

Group III, claim 72, drawn to a method of producing a fusion polypeptide in a suitable 
host cell, class 435, subclass 69.1; and 

Group IV, claims 34-36 and 40-43, drawn to a fusion molecule and cells comprising said 
fusion molecule, class 530, subclass 350. 

Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the claims of Group IV, claims 34-36 and 40-43, 
without traverse. 

Applicants expressly reverse their right to rejoinder of process claims 1-7, 10-13, 14, 19- 
33, and 44-73. Furthermore, Applicants expressly reserve their right under 35 USC §121 to file 
one or more divisional applications directed to the nonelected subject matter during the pendency 
of this application. Furthermore, should the Examiner instead choose to make this restriction 
requirement FINAL, Applicants reserve their right, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.144 and 1.181, to 
petition this requirement at any time during the pendency of this application, prior to appeal.
